"\T* husband thinks that KUen 
iT1 should have her eyes lea ted," 
anid lira. Thursby. In a voice that 
plainly snld he wiw quite wrong- In 
the chair a&t her bright, healthy- 
looking twelve-year-old daughter. 

"And how are your eyes?" I asked 
the rMH 

Mra Thursby was not to be put 
off. "Oh. they are <rutte all right." 
she said. 

I turned on the tast-chart light 
unci asked Ellen to read the top let- 
ter. The chart was plainly visible, 
and tu read the largest letter re- 
quired a visual ability of only one- 
twentieth of normal. 

'1 can only see the top letter." 
she said quietly. 




"Ellen, you miiwl be able to See 
those letters! Look again!" cried 
Mr*. Thursby. 

This same sort of story has been 
told many times in my frkiuvi. A 
thorough examinaHnn of Ellen's 
eyes showed thai Lhe child IS ne*t- 
flghted, and will wear glasses lor the 
rest of her life. 

Had the mother be«n more ob- 
servant and willing to admit a 
defect EUeti would not have been 
bo backward in her class 

Most babk-A are far-sighted, hut 
as uuy grow the eye lengthens To 
give perfect vision It has to stop at 
the right time In sottu* nrople thirj 
lengthening stcpa too soon, leaving 
them far-sighted: In others it goes 
too far leaves them near-flighted. 

This growth la active between thr 
ugea of six and sixteen, and this is 
when the trouble siarts. Children 
read loo much, do near work m 
poor light, and go to too many pic- 
tures Of a rime when their eyea are 
not, sufficiently developed bp atand 
the r.-trrun 

T?yp strain, however. Is not th«- 
only cause of near-aight«ln«w 
Sometime* there are deflcJenctfc: 
in the formation of. the eye. 

This does nol mean that, children 
with near-sighted parents ar? born 
near-sighted, due. lc does mean thai 
the? have a tendency that way. 

Near-sigh tednens can be r^og. 
niaed by a habit of bltnkins ami 
aqultittng. or a refusal to s-lt aav- 
wttere cIbc but near thr screen 
the pictures, 

Clln&sw have to be preacrlbed. 
which is nearly always whnt paretic 
wiab to avoid 

In modern countries tliey have a 
specul class for ncar-alghtcd child- 
ren (there u- one In Ta^anla' 
ThaW arc large letters In Uie copy- 
boolt, large writing on ttie black- 
board, and most or the teaching I. 
done through the car. 

Children are often careless, and 



don't care when or where they 
read The amount of reading, the 
kmd of lighting, thr position they 
rend In should be watched, and at 
no time let a child read In bed. 
Children should be encouraged to 
play out of doors, especially U the> 
tend to became "book-worms."
